Démonstration et Questions/Réponses sur le logiciel d’édition collaborative 
offline WikiFundi 


Last year, during OEGlobal 2020, I presented 

- WikiFundi(1), an open-source offline editable wiki-based environment that provides a similar 
experience to editing Wikipedia (and Vikidia) online as well as 

- the WikiChallenge Ecoles d'Afrique (2), a writing contest using WikiFundi and running in a dozen 
of French speaking African countries. 


My proposition is to host an interactive session to provide a demonstration of the WikiFundi(3) 
tool as well as discuss with attendees the various topics related it (who created it, why, how was it 
done, the linguistic versions, the offline curated ressources proposed with the tool, what's next...). 


This interactive session would be delivered in French only, and in Nantes f2f context only.
